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Sewer tissue back 
on council radar 


Rossi proposes amended Phase 2 project

AGAWAM — While one city 
councilor this week expressed a de- 
sire to revisit the tabled Southwest 
Area Sewer Project discussion, 
other councilors were hesitant to 
delve back into the matter, saying 
it would send a “mixed message” 
to people in the affected areas. 

Councilor Robert Rossi — who 
has long been a proponent of the 
Feeding Hills sewer project — re- 
quested a council subcommittee 
meeting be scheduled to look into 
the possibility of moving forward 
with a revised Phase 2, which he 
estimates could cost half of the 


original proposal and would stop 
at Barry and Pine streets. 

But Councilor Gina Letellier 
said she thought scheduling such 
a meeting would be “sending a 
mixed message to the people hop- 
ing to get sewers.” 

Likewise, council President 
Christopher Johnson said he thinks 
— since the council as a whole de- 
cided to table the issue indefinitely 
— any discussions about the poten- 
tial future project should be be- 
tween the council during a work- 
shop. 

Rossi said he just wanted “to 
find out one way or another what 
we're going to do.”

Knapik resigns trom 
Senate after 10 terms

University (WSU). 
He will step down 
from his senate posi- 
tion Friday, Aug. 9, 
according to a release 


issued by WSU dated State Sen. 
Michael R. Knapik. 


Monday, Aug. 5. 


A spokesperson for Knapik on 
Monday confirmed the informa- 
tion obtained from WSU. 

Knapik, who has 
served 10 terms in 
the Senate, will be- 
come the Executive 
Director of University 
Advancement. As de- 
tailed in the job post- 
ing in April 2013, the 
Executive Director 
will assist the univer- 
sity president and the 
Westfield State Foun- 
dation, Inc. board in

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State announces first horse case of EEE 


REGION — The Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) announced Thursday, Aug. 
1, the first case of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) in a horse this 
year, in an animal that was stabled 
in Belchertown. 

This is Belchertown’s second 
EEE infected horse in two years. 
Based on this finding, the EEE 
threat level has been raised to 
“critical” in Belchertown and to 
“moderate” in surrounding com- 
munities, including Granby, Lud- 
low, New Salem, Palmer, Pelham 
and Ware. DPH urges communi- 
ties designated as “critical” to 
cancel evening outdoor events 
for the remainder of the mosquito 
season. 

“Today’s finding significantly 
raises our concern for the area. 
It’s important that people in high 
risk areas protect themselves from

DPH issues rabies 


alert in Agawam 
Theme park visitor bit by skunk 


AGAWAM — State health of- 
ficials are advising visitors of Six 
Flags New England who may 
have come into contact with a 
skunk at the amusement park to 
call the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health (DPH). 

According to a release issued 
by the DPH Friday, Aug. 2, any- 
one who visited the park and was 
bitten or scratched by a skunk 
between July 21 and July 31 may 
have been exposed to rabies and 
should contact their healthcare 
providers immediately. Only peo- 
ple with direct exposure to skunk 
saliva are at risk for rabies. 


One woman reported seeing 
a group of three skunks July 31, 
one of which approached and bit 
her on the foot. That animal was 
submitted to the Hinton State 
Laboratory Institute and tested 
positive for rabies.

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BOSTON — Sen. Michael R. Knapik, 
R-Westfield, announced last week that the 
Senate passed a 5-year, $1.4 billion housing 
bond bill to fund the production and pres- 
ervation of affordable housing in the Com- 
monwealth. 

The bill, S.1835, provides funding to 
rehabilitate, produce and modernize state- 
owned public housing developments across 
Massachusetts by promoting home owner- 
ship and rental housing opportunities for the 
Commonwealth’s most vulnerable citizens, 
preserving housing for the elderly, individu- 
als with disabilities, and the homeless, and 
promoting economic reinvestment through 
infrastructure improvements. 

“This comprehensive bill makes necessary 
investments to address the Commonwealth’s 
aging public housing infrastructure,’ Knapik 
said. 

This piece of legislation includes signifi- 
cant investments that will make it easier for 
seniors and disabled residents to remain in 
their homes and in their communities. The 
bill provides $55 million for a home modi- 
fication program for blind and severely 
disabled homeowners to make accessibil- 
ity modifications to their primary residence. 
$47 million will be used for a loan program 
which will provide community-based or sup- 
portive housing for individuals with mental 
illness and individuals with intellectual dis- 
abilities. The bill also provides $38 million 
for community-based or supportive housing 
for individuals with disabilities who are in- 
stitutionalized or at risk of being institution-

alized. 

The bill allocates $135 million to the 
Housing Stabilization and Investment Trust 
Fund for the acquisition, preservation, and 
rehabilitation of affordable housing. $10 
million of the $135 million will be used for 
producing homeownership opportunities 
in “weak markets’, areas with low rates of 
homeownership, vacant buildings or high 
concentrations of assisted housing. Knapik 
co-sponsored an amendment that allows new 
construction, in addition to renovation, of 1- 
6 unit residential buildings in “weak market” 
areas under the Housing Stabilization and 
Investment Trust Fund. The amendment was 
adopted. 

“This technical language change will be 
very beneficial to Gateway Cities across the 
Commonwealth. In my district, there are 
many vacant lots where homes have been 
abandoned due to a multitude of reasons,” 
Knapik said. “In many cases, revitalization 
includes demolition and new construction 
when the property is beyond basic rehabili- 
tation efforts.” 

The bill provides $80 million to the Hous- 
ing Innovations Trust Fund to support in- 
novative and alternative forms of housing 
including: single person occupancy units, 
housing for the homeless, battered women’s 
shelters, supportive housing for seniors and 
veterans, and housing for substance abuse 
recovery. 

The bill also establishes the Early Educa- 
tion and Out of School Time Capital Fund. 
The Department of Early Education and

Care will use the fund to make grants to 
non-profit childcare organizations to make 
capital improvements to their facilities. 

Additionally, the bill authorizes $500 mil- 
lion for repairs and improvements to existing 
public housing developments. Those capital 
funds will address the backlog of deferred 
maintenance in order to repair, modernize, 
and keep state-owned public housing in 
good condition. 

The bill also contained other guidelines 
and provisions, including: 

* Expands the definition of transit-orient- 
ed development in the MassWorks program, 
so that projects that are within a half mile 
of a mass transit hub would be eligible for 
funding; 
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* The bill allows the Housing Innovations 
Trust Fund to be used to fund permanent 
housing for the homeless, rather than just 
transitional housing. Additionally, the fund 
may be used for domestic violence victims, 
not just battered women’s shelters; 

* Provides that low or moderate income 
housing in Chapter 40B may include any 
housing that the Department of Housing and 
Community Development has agrees to con- 
sider as affordable. 

The House of Representatives passed a 
similar version of this bill in early June. A 
conference committee will be appointed to 
reconcile the differences between the House 
and Senate proposals before sending the bill 
to the Governor.

As you prepare your shopping list, here’s 
a few things to remember, courtesy of the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue: 


e “Tax-free” applies to single items, not 
total purchases. 

¢ In Massachusetts, there is never, on any 
day of the year, a sales tax on a single item 
of clothing priced under $175. 

e The tax-free offer applies to items for 
personal but not business use priced under 
the $2,500 threshold. 

¢ Coupons, sales and discounts count for 
tax exemption as long as the item stays be- 
low the $2,500 threshold. 

¢ Motor vehicles, boats, tobacco prod- 
ucts, restaurant meals, telecommunications 
services, gas, steam, electricity, rental items 
and any item over $2,500 do not qualify for 
the sales tax holiday.

e With “Bundled Transactions,” that is 
when several items are offered for sale at 
a single price, the entire package is exempt 
if the sale price falls below the $2,500 
threshold.

Taste that tomato frittata 
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t’s a wonderful thing 

to wake up to a nice 
breakfast. And even 
better if it is already 
prepared and _ ready 
to pop in the oven. If 
prepping ahead, cover 
with plastic wrap and 
store in the fridge 
overnight. Although 
my “Tomato Frittata’ 
does not need to be 
made ahead, I find the 
texture is enhanced by 
allowing the egg mix- 
ture to soak into the 
bread overnight. I have 
served this egg dish 
many times and altered 
it just as often. But I 
find it is best if prepared as written. 
Having said that, you still may wish 
to substitute the bacon for mushrooms 
or another veggie to make it a meatless 
meal. I have also used regular crum- 
bled, crisp bacon but it gets too soggy 
for me when mixed with the egg. If 
you do choose crisp bacon, sprinkle it 
on top as the last ingredient. 

Anytime I can rid a recipe of excess 
fat, I will. But if you love that egg yolk, 
by all means use three eggs rather than 
the two eggs plus two whites. Before

making that choice, 
remember that it is a 
bit difficult to separate 
eggs into two servings 
after being whisked. 
Therefore, I whisk 
one whole egg with 
one egg white and 
pour them into one ra- 
mekin. Then I repeat 
with the remaining 
egg and yolk. 

If you do not own 
the correct size rame- 
kins, cut the roll to fit 
an 8” x 4” loaf pan 
(after cutting in half 
as directed.) 

Fresh fruit cup or 
kabobs are a lovely 
accompaniment to this dish. 


Tomato Frittata 
1 Onion, or Kaiser roll 
2 tsp. butter 
1/4 C. chopped tomato, 
well drained 
1 1/2 oz. shredded Cheddar cheese 
2 slices Canadian bacon, chopped 
(1/4 C. total) 
2 eggs 
2 egg whites 
1/4 tsp. salt 


Pinch of pepper 
Pinch of dried basil 


Cut roll into two round halves and 
spread the cut sides of each with but- 
ter. Place each roll, buttered side down, 
into its own 4-5” soufflé dish that has 
been sprayed with nonstick cooking 
spray. Top each roll evenly with to- 
mato, cheese, and bacon. Combine 
eggs, egg whites, salt, and pepper in 
a small bowl and beat with a fork or 
wire whisk. Pour eggs evenly into each 
soufflé dish, poking the rolls with a 
fork to allow the egg mixture to satu- 
rate the roll. Sprinkle with basil. Bake 
in a 375 degree oven for 20-22 minutes 
or until eggs are set. Allow to set for 2- 
3 minutes before transferring to break- 
fast plates. NOTES: A true ‘Frittata’ 
is actually a crustless egg dish. In the 
next printing of my cookbook, it will 
be renamed: Tomato Strata.

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Just another form of recycling 


library program teaches easy steps to organic composting

Curious about composting? Bernadette Giblin and the 
Agawam Department of Public Works hosted “Rot to Riches: 
Five Easy Steps to Organic Composting” on Wednesday, 
Aug. 7, at the Agawam Public Library. 

Giblin, founder of Safeground Organic and known in the 
Pioneer Valley as the “Grass Whisperer,’ started her journey 
teaching others about composting after learning it from her 
late in-laws. 

“They both were Victory Garden watchers on public TV 
and mega garden enthusiasts their whole adult life, espe- 
cially in retirement,” said Giblin. “I remember them having 
their own garden stand in the front yard and a compost in the 
backyard. There was a running joke that the best tomatoes 
grew there.” 

Composting, if created with a proper balance of food 
waste, green and brown matter, can become treasured soil. 
It also helps redirect waste away from area landfills that are 
quickly filling up. 

“Compost is loaded with biological life. You then use that 
in your garden and lawns to feed the biological life in the 
soil,” said Giblin. “People think that fertilizer feeds plants 
and they go around buying fertilizer before supporting the 
biological life in the soil. That’s both expensive and inef- 
ficient because you need to feed the biology of the soil in 
order to feed whatever plant you’re trying to grow.” 

The library workshop showed five simple strategies for 
composting that included making a large pile in covered bins 
using a 50/50 mix of green plant material like grass clippings, 
old flowers, and organic kitchen waste with dried plant mate- 
rial like dead leaves, twigs and branches and finely shredded 


newspaper. 

It’s recommended to keep ingredients small in size and 
keep the pile moist but not soggy. When turning over the 
pile, beginners will know they are doing it correctly if there 
is an earthy odor and some heat coming from it, meaning 
that composting is in progress. 

“Tt’s so simple and easy to get started. Kids and teachers 
do it in kindergarten all the time,” said Giblin. 

Tracy DeMaio, of the Agawam DPW, said that 25 com- 
post bins were allotted to the first 25 participants that were 
registered and in attendance at the event. 

“There’s really no cost to start composting. Honestly all 
you need is a desire to transform your food and other yard 
waste into rich free super soil,” said Giblin. “It’s just like any 
kind of recycling, you just need to take a little time to set up 
a system and then the willingness to stick to it.” 

Giblin and the DPW had previously worked together on a 
grant project to transition the School Street Park to a pesti- 
cide-free space. 

“Tm an expert on organic turf transitioning. The town’s 
DPW is very concerned about storm water runoff and deeply 
committed to reducing pesticides and encouraging compost- 
ing to protect water,” said Giblin. 

The lecture, held in conjunction with this year’s themed 
Adult Summer Reading Program of “Ground Breaking 
Reads,” was sponsored by the Agawam Center Library Asso- 
ciation, the Massachusetts Cultural Council, the Massachu- 
setts Library System, the Boston Bruins, the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners, and CSLP.

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Rossi proposes amended Phase II project

The discussion about Phase 2 of the sewer 
project was tabled indefinitely by the council 
earlier this year and since that time, all sub- 
sequent sewer-related issues have also been 
tabled. 

While the original plan for Phase 2 called 
for roughly 21,000 feet of piping and the 
construction of two pumping stations, the 
revised plan that Rossi hopes to pitch to the 
council would be about half that. 

“That’s why the cost would be about half, 
because we’re stopping at Pine Street,” Rossi 
said, adding, ““There’s one pumping station 
that won’t be built.” 

At this point, Rossi said he would wel- 
come a council workshop discussion on the 
issue, although given that there have been 
several workshops conducted in the past, 
he doesn’t believe it will accomplish much 
more than it already has. 

“T don’t know what we could talk about 
that’s new,’ he said. 

But if it would mean that a decision could 
finally be made, Rossi said he’s willing to 
compromise, especially if it would mean the 
end result is getting the project underway. 

“T believe so strongly in this project. There 
are people who need help badly,” he said. 

Although he would encourage residents to 
attend the council workshop to listen to dis- 
cussions, he cautioned that they likely won’t 
be allowed to speak. 

“Tt’s for the council to just banter this thing 
around, it doesn’t allow for citizen participa- 
tion like my subcommittee would,” he said. 


Still, Rossi said he hopes residents will be 
present. 

“At least they could be there to listen to 
what’s going on so they can be informed,” 
he said. 

He admitted that there are residents in 
Feeding Hills who have working septic sys- 
tems who may not want to pay for the sewer 
costs, but he said those owners will also face 
Title 5 inspections should they wish to sell 
their homes and that a working septic does 
not guarantee they will pass the inspection. 

As for the council, Rossi said he would 
prefer to see a vote on the matter either way. 

‘At the very least, what I’m hoping to do 
is get it before the council,” he said. “If they 
still don’t feel they want to do it, let them 
vote that way. At least those people will 
know what they’re facing.” 

The revised Phase 2 plan would satisfy 
the people in the Bradford Drive area, which 
Rossi said is “the worst by far.’ Once that 
is completed, the town can decide whether 
or not to continue down Barry Street to the 
Barbara Lane area. 

Once residents are hooked up to the sew- 
ers, they would pay into it, Rossi said. 

“Sewers are not paid for by the taxpayers,” 
said Rossi. “I don’t want taxpayers to think 
they’re paying for this; they’re not.” 

A date for the subcommittee meeting was 
not announced at presstime. 

“T don’t know how it’s going to play out... 
but at least if we vote on this and go through 
with the system, we could start the construc- 
tion phase and satisfy those people in that 
area,’ said Rossi.

DPH is working closely with several towns 
in the area to trap and test mosquitoes and 
we will use that information to help people 
understand the risk.” 

There have been no human cases of West 
Nile virus (WNV) or EEE so far this year. 
There were seven cases of EEE last year ac- 
quired by Massachusetts residents. EEE is 
usually spread to humans through the bite of 
an infected mosquito. EEE is a serious dis- 
ease in all ages and can even cause death. 
No matter where they live, individuals con- 
tinue to take personal precautions to avoid 
mosquito bites and the illnesses that can be 
caused. 


Precautions include: 


Avoid mosquito bites 

* Apply insect repellent when outdoors. 
Use a repellent with DEET (N, N-diethyl- 
m-toluamide), permethrin, picaridin (KBR 
3023), oil of lemon eucalyptus [p-methane 
3, 8-diol (PMD)] or IR3535 according to 
the instructions on the product label. DEET 
products should not be used on infants un- 
der two months of age and should be used in 
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concentrations of 30% or less on older chil- 
dren. Oil of lemon eucalyptus should not be 
used on children under three years of age. 

* Be aware of peak mosquito hours. The 
hours from dusk to dawn are peak biting 
times for many mosquitoes. Consider re- 
scheduling outdoor activities that occur dur- 
ing evening or early morning 

* Clothing can help reduce mosquito 
bites. Wearing long-sleeves, long pants and 
socks when outdoors will help keep mosqui- 
toes away from your skin. 


Mosquito-proof your home 

* Drain standing water. Mosquitoes lay 
their eggs in standing water. Limit the num- 
ber of places around your home for mosqui- 
toes to breed by either draining or discarding 
items that hold water. Check rain gutters and 
drains. Empty any unused flowerpots and 
wading pools, and change water in birdbaths 
frequently. 

* Install or repair screens. Keep mosqui- 
toes outside by having tightly-fitting screens 
on all of your windows and doors.

The FIRST Robotics seventh- and eighth- 
grade team in Agawam, the Mighty Mechan- 
ics, had a tremendous season this past year.

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Preserving pet-human relationships 


Old house becomes modern pet cardiology office

AGAWAM — Outside, the red brick house on the trian- 
gle between the intersections of Cooper and Suffield streets 
looks much like it did when built in the early 1900s. Inside, 
there’s a whole different story — it’s now a state-of-the art 
veterinary cardiologist’s office. 

Dr. Nancy Morris recently relocated her practice, Mass 
Vet Cardiology Services (MVCS), from West Springfield to 
Agawam. One of about only 200 board-certified veterinary 
cardiologists in the U.S. — the next closest is in North Graf- 
ton, Mass — most of her “patients” are referred from primary 
care vets in the Pioneer Valley. 

MVCS also serves parts of Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and New York with satellite offices in Greenfield 
and Vernon, Conn. “We see approximately 60 percent dogs 
and 40 percent cats,” said Morris, who wanted to be a vet 
since she was a child. Referrals are about 50/50 cats and 
dogs, but her work screening purebred dogs increases the 
total percentage of dogs. 

Morris decided to specialize in cardiology while attending 
veterinary school and during an internship at Angell Memo- 
rial Animal Hospital in Boston. However, there were a lim- 
ited number of residency programs then, so she went into 
private practice for seven years until she could complete her 
residency and become board certified. 

She opened her West Springfield office in 2009 in a small 
rented building near the Big E. When MVCS outgrew it, 
Morris began searching for a new location nearby. “I was re- 
luctant to spend the magnitude of money needed on property 
I didn’t own,” she said. 

Morris needed to be near the fairgrounds because she 
screens cat and dog breeding stock for hereditary heart dis- 
eases prior to breeding. “The Big E has many cat and dog 
shows throughout the year and I hold heart screening clinics 


in conjunction with them,” she said. “My location makes it 
easier for breeders at shows.” 

Morris searched for more than two years for a new site. 
Nothing was available in West Springfield, but Agawam of- 
fered possibilities — particularly the brick house at 305 Suf- 
field St. that Morris had her eye on for several years. Previ- 
ously a day spa, much of the remodeling work to turn it into 
a business already had been done. 

“That made it highly desirable for me. I didn’t want to 
purchase industrial space. I really wanted to find a house 
since remodeling costs are markedly lower,” she said. ““Add- 
ing a simple sink to industrial property with a poured con- 
crete floor is very expensive. Adding a sink to a house with a 
basement is much less expensive.” 

Morris tried buying the property at an auction 18 months 
ago, but the bank that owned it outbid her. She was about 
ready to give up when the bank put the property up for sale 
about a year later. Morris then bought it for less than what 
the bank paid at auction. 

The move means MVCS can expand. Another full-time 
technician and an associate veterinary cardiologist will soon 
join her staff of four, two of whom are full-time. “We can 
increase our services and availability in Agawam as well as 
in our satellite locations,’ said Morris, who initially began 
providing cardiology treatments in 2003 from a mobile lab. 

She said the general public is often unaware veterinary 
cardiology specialists exist. “The comment I hear most: ‘I 
didn’t know there was such a thing for animals.’ There’s 
also a misconception that when primary care vets diagnose 
heart problems, “it’s the end of the road for their beloved 
pet.” 

Morris said this is often not true. “Most heart problems 
can’t be cured. But they can be managed — with medication 
and good quality of life — for many years in some cases.” She 
said most pet owners are grateful for this additional time. “It 
gives me great satisfaction to be a part of this. The hardest

part of treating heart disease 1s that when things change, they 
change rapidly. Trying to be there to help sick pets when 
they need it is difficult at times.” 

Still, the most rewarding aspect of her work is treating and 
stabilizing a patient and preserving pet-human relationships 
for much longer than owners thought possible.
